He  is  far  more  con- 
scious of  it  than  is  the  average  member  of  the  S.A.C. 

Advertisements  have  been  dropped  from  The  Varsity,  without 
prior  consultation  with  the  business  manager,  twice  in  the  past  two 
years.  In  each  case,  the  editor  considered  it  necessary.  It  was  not  a 
frivolous  action.  In  the  second  case,  the  1 cause  celebre”  of  the 
S.A.C.  motion,  the  loss  in  revenue  was  one  dollar  and  ten  cents. 

The  taking  from  the  editor  of  the  right  to  drop  advertisements 
when  necessary,  is  a lack-of-confidence  vote.  To  pass,  immediately 
after,  a vote  of  confidence  is  to  attempt  to  glaze  over  the  action.

might  just  as  well  have  fired  him.
